Alter approving minutes of the 
last_ meeting and payment of month- 
ly bills totaling $12,626.83, the may- 
or and council settled into the busi- 
ness at hand, 

The majority of the meeting cen- 
tered around topics involving the po- 
lice department - hiring of an officer, 
a wreck involving the chief’s person- 
al vehicle, a stolen walkie-talkie and 
the police activity report. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers in- 
formed members of the council that 
he had received an estimate of dam- 
ages done to his personal vehicle, 
while acting in an official capacily 
for the town, 

The chief was involved in an ac- 
cident in September of 1994 while 
responding to a call on his person 
car (van). He told the council that an 
accident report was filled out, but 
since that time it has "come up miss- 
ing.” 

Chief Driggers stated that the oth- 
er party involved in the accident did 
not have insurance and that his insu- 
rance would not cover the damage. 
He was asking that the town cover 
the cost of repairs. 

After a brief discussion, the coun- 
cil asked the chief to provide them 
with a statement of what happened, 
along with the estimated cost of re- 
pairs, and it would be submitted to 
the town’s insurance carrier for con- 
sideration, 

Next, there was a brief discussion 
concerning a walkie-talkie belonging 
to the police department that had 
been stolen. 

The walkie-talkie was in the pos- 
session of Officer Darrell Griswald 
and was taken from his personal ve- 
hicle while in Dale County, Each po- 
lice officer is assigned a walkie- 
talkie for his use while on-duly or 
on-call; however, he was on neither 
at the time of the theft. 

Griswald told members of the 
council that his insurance company 
had informed him that the property, 
valued at $500, was not covered un- 
der the terms of his policy. 

The council requested Griswald 
to obtain a copy of the offense report 
from the authorities in Dale County, 
and the matter would be presented to 


Upon the recommendation of 
Councilman Charles Cole, the coun- 
cil voted to place police officer Wil- 
liam King on permanent status with 
the department. It was noted that Of- 
licer King is intoxilizer trained. 

The chief reported that his depart- 
ment, during the past month, had an- 
swered 21 complaints, made 11 
criminal arrests, and issued 18 traffic 
citations. 

Police officers investigated 4 traf- 
fic accidents with 3 injuries and 1 fa- 
tality, rescue squad members re- 
sponded to 20 calls, and the fire 
department answered 2 alarms, 

Mayor Kathryn Holley informed 
the council that the archives grant 
has been completed. The total cost 
of the project to preserve the town’s 
records was $6,076.45; however, the 
cost to the town was only $2,066.55, 

She noted that all the town’s 
records from 1902 until April 1995, 
which include ordinances, meeting 
minutes, financial statements, resolu- 
ions, audits, court records and a his- 
torical scrapbook, are now recorded 
on micro film, 

In addition to paying for the pro- 
cess of placing the records on micro- 
film, a reader/printer was purchased 
for use by the town. 

Turning to other matters, a dis- 
cussion concerning the hiring of a 
concession stand operator for the 
town’s ballpark resulted in a brief 


executive session. 

The council, after reconvening 
following the executive session, vot- 
ed not to hire anyone to run the con- 
cession stand at the ballpark during 
the summer, 

However, earlier in the meeting, 
the council did approve paying Amy 
Farris for the time that she had oper- 
ated the concession stand, 

While on the subject of recrea- 
tion, Councilman Cole suggested 
that a recreation committee be ap- 
pointed to advise and to make rec- 
ommendations to the council on how 
{0 improve the town’s recreation 
program. 

Cole proposed that a person from 
each council district be appointed to 
the committee. Members of | the 
council are to seek out persons will- 
ing to serve and recommend their ap- 
pointment at the next council. meet- 
Ing. 

The comment was made that the 
committee's first project might be to 
assist in raising funds to enlarge thé 
town’s present recreation facilities or 
to construct a new complex, 

Before adjourning, the council 
was reminded by Councilmember 
Rose Ann Lewis that this year’s 

Fourth of July Celebration in the 
Park will be held Saturday, July Ist 
from 9:00 a.m. until 9:30 p.m,

The captain of the Elba Rescue 
syuad, Ray Kyle, spoke to the Elba 
Lions Club concerning EMS (Emer- 
gency Medical Services) for local 
citizens, ; 

Capt. Kyle told Lions that in re- 
cent months the squad’s membership 
has dropped considerably causing 
day service to become a problem. 

“We've had quite a few folks that 
have had other commitments and 
we've lost several near and dear 
friends, not by death but by other 
jobs,” said Kyle. 

The loss suffered by the squad 
has been mainly of EMTs (Emergen- 
cy Medical Technicians) and EVOC 
(Emergency Vehicle Operator Certi- 
fied) Drivers. 

Kyle told club members that the 
squad, at the present time, has sever- 
al applications for membership, but 
there is still a need for more mem- 
bers. 

He noted that the rescue squad is 
made up of volunteers, men and 
women, who serve without compen- 
sation in providing emergency medi- 
cal service to area citizens. 

All monies received by the squad, 
either by payment for runs by indi- 
viduals or insurance providers or do- 
nations is used for equipment and/or 
vehicle operation, No personal com- 
pensation is received by any rescue 
personnel. 

Members of the squad pay for

For example, according to 
Professor Richard Stroup of 
the University of Montana,

Despite 
the potential danger, air 
planes are still allowed to fly 
because th risk s low 
enough to accept. The same 
principle should be applied to 
other potential risks 

Consider for example that 
a federal court struck down 
federal regulations by point 
ing out that over the next 13 
years, more than a dozen peo 
ple will die from swallowed 
toothpicks, which is more 
than twice the number of po 
tential deaths from the $250 
million ban of asbestos pipe, 
shingles, and roof coatings. 

We could have better spent 
that same money to prevent

Dr. Solomon Carter Fuller was 
born in Monrovia, Liberia, son of a 
Liberian coffee planter and govern- 
ment official. He came to the U.S. in 
1889, and received a B.A. degree 
from Littingstone College, Salis- 
burg, NC and his M.D. degree from 
Boston University Medical School in 
1897. He interned at Westborough 
State Hospital, Massachusetts, and 
did further study at the Psychiatric 
Clinic of the University of Munich. 
He was appointed instructor of neu- 
rology and psychiatry at Boston Uni- 
versity Medical School in 1899 and 
served there for 34 years. Dr, Fuller 
was one of the first Black physicians 
to serve on the faculty of an Ameri- 
can medical school other than Ho- 
ward or Meharry. He was responsi- 
ble for educating and training many 
of America’s White doctors. He con- 
tributed many articles on psychiatry 
to scholarly journals. Dr. Fuller was

The Mission 


Matthew 28:19-20, “Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever | have commanded you: and, lo, | am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the world. Amen.” 

“IT need a book, a gift for a friend.” 

“Any particular subject?” 

“No. But, I'd like something encouraging.” 

The clerk hesitated, then called out a title. 

“I don’t think so,” came the response. 

For the next few minutes a barrage of titles filled the air, followed by a round of no’s. Then, there was an un- 
easy lull. The shopper deliberated, then brightened. “Maybe a biography.” 

“Good,” said the clerk, her face a mixture of relief and inspiration. “I have something special. It just came in.” 

She slid a thick book onto the counter. On the glossy jacket was a portrait of a young woman from a bygone era 
and the title A Chance to Die: The Lite and Legacy of Amy Carmichael. 

“Who's Amy Carmichael?” 

“Oh, she was an Irish missionary to India.” 

“Missionary? Oh, I don’t want a missionary book! They're always so full of ... pain.” 

The book buyer was not alone. Many of us turn away from missions and missionaries. Perhaps our world, too, 
is full of pain. Or, we're too busy. Or, we don’t know any missionaries and missions seem remote. Whatever the 
reason, missions and missionaries are often treated like seasonal decorations -- displayed at certain times in the 
church year and then put away. 


That’s too bad...for us. The history of missions discloses the power of the Holy Spirit, and it is a history worth 


getting excited about! 

As participants in the gospel of Jesus Christ, missionaries are our kindred spirits. Like us, they feel concern for 
the eternal welfare of others. Unlike us, they re-root their lives to demonstrate that concern, 

The foreign missionary works at living. He twists his tongue around the awkward sounds of language. He danc- 
es hesitantly through the clumsy steps of culture. He dodges disease. Like Alice, he lives in a Wonderland, a world 
in which he never truly becomes a part. 

A missionary rarely struggles with sharing the gospel. His battles are language, culture, relationships, illness, 
and isolation. Batlles produce pain. Missions is a story of pain: physical, emotional, and spiritual. 

Missionaries like Paul understood physical pain, but so have others. Betty Olsen, a missionary nurse caught in 
the Tet offensive, marched twelve hours a day for cight months, enduring fever, malnutrition, beatings and dysen- 
tery before her death at the hands of the Viet Cong. Adoniram Judson buried two wives, Illness plagued David 
Brainerd. 

Other missionaries fought emotional battles. Ida Scudder long remembered her adolescence and the traumatic 
night her mother left her in Chicago to return to missionary work in India, Hudson Taylor grieved when bickering 
persisted among his missionary staff. China haunted C.T. Studd: “For five years we never went outside our doors 
without a volley of curses from our neighbors.” 

For others, spiritual responsibility caused pain. After seven arduous years in Bengal, William Carey had no In- 
dian converts. Depression dogged A.B. Simpson, who was troubled by the “burden of a Christless world.” Rest- 
lessness plagued Joy Ridderhof, who knew there was no “voice” for Christ in Honduras. 

There is more to missions than pain. In his old age, Pierre Auguste Renoir, the great French painter, was 
plagued by arthritis which twisted his fingers and hands, His friend and fellow artist, Henri Matisse, watched while 
Renoir carefully clasped a brush and painted in spite of the agony. : 

“Why persist?” pleaded Matisse. “The pain is too much.” Renoir shook his head. “The pain passes, but the 
beauty remains,” 

That is exactly what happens when someone becomes actively involved in the mission of taking Christ to a lost 
world. Inspite of dysentery, death, squabbles, language, separation, and ridicule -- in spite of the frailty of human 
beings -- the gospel of Jesus Christ reaches and changes the world! It persists and the beauty remains! Those facts 
alone should encourage us to heed the call to the mission and celebrate!

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APPROVES REVENUE COMMISSIONER'S ANNUAL SETTLEMENT WITH THE STATE 


Commission awards bids and votes to cut DYS funds

In Monday’s meeting, the Coffee 
County Commission gave the go 
ahead for the construction of a stor- 
age building for the county health 
department and voted to cut DYS 
funds. 

Commissioners, in their May 
22nd meeting, sent out bid invita- 
tions on a 30 x 40 foot metal storage 
building. The bid specifications stip- 
ulated that the building be on a con- 


crete slab and have nine fluorescent 
overhead lights, An additional walk- 


way and tapered driveway were also 
included in the bid. 
The only bid received on the 


‘building was from Enco Construc- 


tion Company of Enterprise. Their 
bid was $19,905.00. 

Commissioners accepted the lone 
bid noting that Kenneth Ball, who is 
with the Coffee County Health De- 
partment, had stated in previous 
meetings that his agency had 
$20,000 which could be used toward 
funding the construction, It appears 
that will be enough without the 
county having to provide any addi- 
tional monies. 

A discussion conceming the sup- 
plemental funding of the Depart- 
ment of Youth Services (DYS) con- 
sumed a large portion of Monday’s 
meeting, 

Currently, the commission is sup- 
plementing the salaries of the three 
(3) juvenile officers serving the 
county, The state is required, by law, 
to pay the remainder of the salary. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley told commissioners that the 
county pays the full amount of the 
salaries, and the state reimburses the 
county for their portion. 

He noted that no funds have been 
received from the state since Febru- 
ary. The DYS had expended all its 
funds and it will take legislative ac- 
tion to replace or provide additional 
funds to the department. Meanwhile, 
the county has been taking up the 
slack. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, Commissioner Bill Faulk made 
a motion to cease paying the total 


amount as of July Ist. 

After that date, the motion stated 
that the county will pay only that 
portion of the juvenile officers’ sala- 
ries as required by law. 

An attempt to amend Faulk’s mo- 
tion was made by Commissioner 
Robert Stephens but it failed due to 
lack of a second. 

Stephens proposed that the com- 
mission continue paying the full 
amount until October which is when 
the fiscal year ends.

He suggested that local legislators 
be contacted and encouraged to ad- 
dress the problem at a state level. He 
also stated that the local judges 
should be contacted and asked to as- 
sist in getting the problem resolved. 

Stephens voiced his opposition to 
“cutting off’ the juvenile officers 
pay before October; however, he 
was in favor of taking action at the 
beginning of the next fiscal year if 
the problem is not resolved. 

Faulk’s motion passed by a vote 
of 6 to 1 with Stephens casting the 
lone dissenting vote. 

Faulk commented that hopefully 
the action taken by the commission 
will send a message to the legisla- 
ture and get things moving toward 
resolving the financial problem. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns presented his “annual settle- 
ment with the State of Alabama” to 


the commission for its approval. He 


noted that this is required by law. 

Burns pointed out to the commis- 
sioners that his office had collected 
almost $1.7 million in taxes and sent 
it to the Coffee County Commission. 

The commission approved Burns’ 
report as presented. 

Next, Burns noted, ‘We are in 
very bad need of a vehicle for the 
mapping & appraisal department.” 

He told members of the commis- 
sion that the vehicle presently being 
used by this department has over 
130,000 miles on it. 

A recommendation was made by 
Burns and approved by the commis- 
sioners that bid requests be sent out 
for a 4-wheel utility vehicle to re- 
place the present vehicle. 

Although the bids will come 
through the commission, funds to 
pay for the vehicle will be provided 
by the revenue commissioner’s dis- 
cretionary fund. 

In making his report to the com- 
missioners, County Engineer Randy 
Tindell stated that the paving project 
on Co. Rd. 727 (Sardis Church road) 
was nearing completion. It should be 
finished in 2 to 3 weeks. 

He also noted that the bridge be- 
ing constructed on Co. Rd. 641 
should be ready for traffic within the 
next 2 to 3 weeks. 

Tindell told commissioners that 
the contracts on the county’s federal 
aid resurfacing projects had been let. 

The following is a list of the 
roads to be resurfaced at this time: 

1) Co. Rd. 533 from Co, Rd. 514 
to the New Brockton city limits - 1.8 
miles, 

2) Co. Rd. 248 from U.S. Hwy. 
84 to Co. Rd. 239 - 4.1 miles. 

3) Co. Rd. 474 from AL Hwy. 87 
to Co. Rd. 460 - 2.8 miles. 

4) Co. Rd. 326 from Co. Rd. 305 
to Co. Rd. 321 - 2.6 miles. 

$) Co. Rd. 110 from Co. Rd. 105 
to the Dale County line. 


Wiregrass Construction of Ozark 
was awarded the contract at a cost of 
$625,109.60.

Roadblocks net booze, drugs & weapons

A combined effort by the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department and Al- 
abama State Troopers during two 
weekends resulted in several arrests, 

The arrests ranged from driving 
under the influence to possession of 
illegal drugs. 

On Friday, June 2, troopers and 
deputies held a drivers’ license 
check (DLC) at the intersection of 
AL Highways 167 and 125 in the 
northern portion of the county, Later 
in the evening, the DLC was moved 
to the intersection of AL Hwy. 167 
and 12 just south of Enterprise. 

At those two checkpoints troopers 
wrote 24 traffic citations (expired 

tag, no driver's license, expired driv- 
er's license, etc.) and numerous 
warnings (seat belts, etc.). 

Troopers made 5 arrests for DUI 
while deputies made 8 alcohol relat- 
ed arrests, 

Most of the counties’ arrests were 
for possession of alcohol in a dry 
county and possession of untaxed al- 
cohol, 

The most recent roadblocks by 

troopers and deputies were held this 
past Friday and Saturday nights, One 
was in the Kinston area, another on 
AL Hwy, 167, and yet another at 
Danleys Crossroads west of Elba (in- 
tersection of U.S, Hwy, 84 and AL 
141), 

A total of 13 arrests were made 
by sheriff's deputies and troopers is- 
sued 42 waffic citations, wrote 5 
wamings and made 6 arrests for 
DUI. 

Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates commented that most of his 
department's arrests were a result of 
beach traffic.

Sheriff Moates warned, “If you’re 
going to transport your beer and 
whiskey through Coffee County, 
which is a dry county, it should be 
placed in the trunk of your vehicle.” 

He added that beer should not be 
iced down and/or readily accessible 
for consumption, 

Moates also noted that having a 
designated driver (one who has not 
been drinking) does not allow those 
who are passengers in a vehicle to be 
drinking while traveling down the 
highway. 

There was an arrest made by dep- 
ulies for illegal possoasion of a 
weapon, and one for possession of 
marijuana in the first degree. These 
were in addition for the alcohol relat- 
ed arrests, 

With the exception of one or two 
individuals who were too intoxicated 
to release, those arrested were al- 
lowed to post bond and continue 
along their way. 

Troopers and sheriff's deputies 


were assisted at the roadblocks by 
sheriff's reserve deputies and offi- 
cers from local police departments. 

Drug detection dogs were provid- 
ed by the Enterprise Police Depart- 
ment and the Henry County Sheriff's 
Department, Enforcement Officers 
from the Alabama Department of 
Game and Fish also assisted in the 
roadblocks. 

“We're going to continue to con- 
duct these type checkpoints in the 
months ahead,” Sheriff Moates said. 

He added, “We feel like if we can 
save a life by taking this [alcohol] 
off the road then certainly our job 
will have been accomplished,”

DUI Task Force to remove drunken 
drivers from Alabama highways and 
reduce the incidence of alcohol- 
related traffic mishaps.

Caller admits to making bomb threats 


“On Saturday, June 1Ith, 
1995, the Elba Police Department 
answered a complaint at Hard- 
ee's concerning a bomb threat. At 
that time the police department 
took all necessary precautions 
and made a thorough search of 
the building and no bomb was lo- 
cated. 

During this investigation, In- 
vestigator Douglas Weeks and 
Officer Steve Tolver requested 
from the telephone company a 
print out of the last telephone 
numbers that had called to Hard- 
ee's. One belonged to en elderly 
gentleman that resides on Smith 
Avenue. This person was quickly 
rules out.

After interview- 
ing the subject for several hours, 
she admitted to having made the

Elba City Council’s meeting positive

was positive Monday night ... from 
beginning until end. 

Council members heard Auditor 
Bill Carr give an upbeat review of 
the annual audit; unanimously ap- 
proved a long discussed retainer for 
the city attorney and heard a positive 
report on improvements to the local 
dog pound and completed work to 
sell three acres of land to Cash 
Brothers, They also heard Police 
Chief Max Hooks report of a break 
in the: recent bomb threats at the hos- 
pital and at Hardee’s. 

Carr reviewed the audit for coun- 
cil members. He reported an income 
of $1,855,951 for the city and ex- 
penses of $2,536,000. The auditor 
explained that most of the difference 
can from water and electric funds 
and bank loans. After considering 
those two items, the city spent 
$13,342 more than it took in during 
the fiscal year ending September 30. 

The Enterprise Funds, electric, 
water and sewer income was 
$4,003,000. Expenses for these util- 
ities was $3,370,000 and $466,380 
was transferred to the city. The 
transfer to the city was less than in 
the previous year, 

Carr reviewed the net worth of 
the city-owned property and said 
“the equity is real good.” He ex- 
plained also that the cash flow of the 
city is dependent on the electric de- 
partment, 

The auditor said that his firm was 
recommending the city improve in- 
ventory records on city-owned 
equipment, records which are almost 
non existent, 

After approving attorney bills of 
$6,830 for City Attorney Mark Vau- 
ghan, the council re-entered dis- 
cussions on a set monthly fee for the 
city attorney. 

Council members were told the 
bills were for routine work, pros- 


ecuting city cases in district court 
and for defending the wrongful 


death suit in circuit court, The death 
happened during 1989 (a time the 
city had no liability insurance) and 
has been on-going for several years 
before a $100,000 verdict was ren- 
dered against the city last month, 

Council member Brad Wilson, 
who had voted against paying the 
monthly attomey bill explained his 
reasons. 

Wilson said they had talked often 
about the monthly retainer but no ac- 
lion was ever taken. He said he just

couldn’t approve the bills until some 
action was taken on the proposal. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood reminded 
council members he had told them 
previously that at least two other at- 
torneys had said $1,000 to $1,100 a 
month would be fair for city attorney 
work. He added that prosecution of 
city court cases could be done for 
$1,500 a month. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said it appeared to him that $750 a 
month would cover the routine ex- 
penses after deducting court time. 

Attorney Vaughan said he would 
like to get the matter settled soon 
(tonight) and noted he had pre- 
viously offered to do the work for a 
$500 monthly retainer. That is in ad- 
dition to the $1500 for prosecuting 
city cases in court. 

A motion was made to approve 
that offer and it passed unanimously. 

City Clerk Henry Clark reported 
on the plans to eliminate the dog 
pound problems reported by a film 
crew from WTVY-TY last week. 

Clark said automatic feeders and 
waters were being installed; new 
fencing will be installed, either a 
septic tank or sewer connections 
added and the animal control officer 
will return to full time at that job. 
(He had been assisting the police de- 
partment with night time security). 


Clark estimated the total cost for 
these improvements to be around 
$3,000 

Haywood reported he had re- 
ceived an offer from Mrs. Bernice 
Clay to volunteer her time to help 
place any puppies picked up. She 
would be working to find the pups a 
home. 

The mayor said he planned to ac- 
cept her generous offer. 

An ordinance prepared by the city 
attorney declaring 3.44 acres of the 
industrial park as surplus property 
was approved by the council. 

A short discussion was held on 
the need for an attorney general 
opinion on the sale of the land. How- 
ever, council members said they 
didn’t want to hold up Cash Brothers 
Leasing any longer and approved the 
ordinance, Council member Earl 
McCollough voted against the action 
selling the property, as he has done 
in the past, 

Police Chief Max Hooks reported 
the department received 43 com- 
plaints since the last meeting. They 
issued 40 traffic citations, including 
12 for violation of the BOOM BOX 
ordinance and five for DUI. 

Three auto accidents were in-
